Vivian goes outside before she is affected, but Tom stays in 
until too overcome by the fumes to reach the door. 
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“UNDERWATER AMBUSH” 
EPISODE ELEVEN 


Vivian returns to the house, captures Kurt 
and saves Tom. Kurt escapes after a struggle 
but leaves behind a chart of a section of the 
coast on which is marked a spot where bombs 
are cached under water. Kurt and a diver 
hurry to the spot and recover some of the 
bombs before Tom’s schooner arrives. Then, 
rather than allow the remaining bombs to be 
recovered by Tom, they set a detonator to explode them when Tom’s schooner 
comes directly overhead. Tom is in his diving suit on the floor of the bay when 
the schooner swings over the bombs. The explosion rocks the ship so violently that 
Tom's air-hose is severed, leaving him helpless on the bottom. 


“TWISTED VENGEANCE” 
EPISODE TWELVE 


Vivian and crew manage to pull Tom aboard 
with the life-line before the air in his helmet 
is completely gone. After they have returned 
to port, Vivian is captured by Barent and Kurt 
in Barent’s bungalow. She is forced to phone 
Tom for help. Then she is tied up, the house 
soaked with gasoline and an ambush set for 
Tom. But, warned by a secret signal during 
his telephone talk with Vivian, Tom approaches the house without being seen and 
drops a package of firecrackers down the chimney. The explosions divert Barent 
and Kurt enough for Tom to break in. During the fight that follows, the exploding 
firecrackers touch off the gasoline, and the house is soon a mass of flames. Tom 
knocks out the foreign agents, picks up the helpless Vivian and barely has time to 
get out of the blazing building. Barent and Kurt meet their just doom in the 


holocaust, thus ending forever their attempts to disrupt the peace in this part of 
the - world. 
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“AGENT OF TREACHERY” 


EPISODE 1 

Frank and Jesse James, fugitives from justice, 
devise a plan with miner Jim Powell and Judy, 
his daughter, to repay the supposed victims of 
their gang’s robberies. Owners of a silver mine 
believed played out, the brothers think ore will 
be found in it if they raise money to buy min- 
ing equipment. Jesse borrows fiom а friend, 
Paul Thatcher, who hires Amos Ramsey to man- 
age the mine and look out for his interests. Powell locates a rich vein of gold and 
Ramsey kills him to conceal his discovery. Ramsey then hires Rafe Henleys ош а 
gang to make a series of raids to prevent the mine from being worked. The James 
boys return, posing as Judy’s cousins. When Judy goes to town with the first ore 
samples, her stage coach is held up by Rafe’s men. Jesse arrives to break up the 
robbery, but he and Judy are carried in the runaway coach through a broken bridge 
into the deep gorge below. 


“THE HIDDEN WITNESS” 


EPISODE 2 

Jesse pulls himself out of the window of the 
floating stage coach and then succeeds in dr2g- 
ging Judy through the window. Next he rescues 
one of the bandits who was in the stage when 
it crashed into the gorge. He hopes that ihe 
man will prove in court that the holdup was 
not engineered by the James gang and also 
hopes to learn who is the leader of the criminal 
ring. Judy, Jesse and Steel, the captured ou law, swim to shore. Later, as Steel is 
being taken into court for tri:l, Ramsey directs his spectacular rescue. Steel flees 
and is followed by Frank and a large posse. Jesse overtakes Steel and bull-dogs him 
from the saddle. Both men hit the ground with terrific force. Stunned by their fall 
from the horse, they lie dzzed and helpless as the posse thunders in and over them, 
apparently trampling both men to death. 


"THE LOST TUNNEL" 


EPISODE 3 

Jesse rolls aside as the posse thunders by, but 
Steel is killed. Thus the only available witness 
to the outlaws leader's identity is silenced. 
Pressed for money, Judy goes to banker That- 
cher and secures a one thousand dollar advance 
to carry oa operations at the mine. Rafe and 
his band attack the stage in which she is rid- 
ing and succeed in grabbing the money pouch 
before they are driven off by Jesse, Frank and a law officer in a spectacular, run- 
ning battle. Judy finds an old map of the mine disclosing an abandoned tunnel which 
will enable them to by-pass the fault which has held up the work. Jesse and Frank 
go to inspect the tunnel by night. Amos sends Rafe and his henchmen to trap them 
and, in the ensuing fight, Jesse is knocked onto an ore car which is suddenly dis- 
lodged. It hurtles down the track to crash at the blind end of the tunnel. 


“BLADES OF DEATH” 

EPISODE 4 
Jesse catches an overhead timber and pulls him- 
self up from the car just before it crashes, thus 
escaping death. Ramsey can’t prevent blasting 
in the old tunnel without bringing suspicion on 
himself and so ore is found. Jesse and Frank 
take samples to be examined but are unhorsed 
on their way by a rope trick pulled by Rafe’s 
men. At the assay office, Rafe and a companion 
succeed in switching the ore samples, substituting worthless rock. Frank and Jesse 
trap the heavies and kill one, but Rafe escapes. Jesse pursues Rafe to a hide-out in 
a barn, and battles Rafe and Zeb. At the climax of the fight, Jesse is knocked, half- 
stunned, to the floor beneath a harrow, studded with sharp-pointed spikes. Rafe, see- 
ing his chance to eliminate Jesse once and for all, throws the harrow down upon 
Jesse before fleeing with Zeb from the barn. 


“ROARING WHEELS” 


EPISODE 5 

Jesse rolls aside just as the harrow falls and 
drives its spikes into the floor. Meanwhile, the 
assayer’s report is negative and Ramsey be- 
lieves he has succeeded in stopping the boys 
from working because of lack of money. In this 
ROARING WHEELS crisis, Frank enters Jesse in a stagecoach race 
for a $1,000 prize. Amos enters ап expert 
driver, then has Jesse trapped and made pris- 
oner. When his brother fails to appear, Frank takes his place in the race. Rafe places 
a man on his coach to prevent its being passed. As the coaches pass the halfway 
mark, Frank is roped from the top of the coach. Meanwhile, Jesse escapes his captors 
and arrives on the road as Frank falls. He boards the driver-less coach and races past 
his adversaries but, as they near the finish line, a noose is dropped from a tree. It 
zatches him about the shoulders and drags him off the coach. 


“PASSAGE TO DANGER” 


EPISODE 6 

At the last moment, Jesse frees himself from 
the noose and jerks the rope to throw Rafe, 
who dropped it from the tree. Jesse then grabs 
the reins and goes on to win the race and collect 
the prize money. Work starts at once to clear 
the new tunnel but Ramsey, while directing the 
work, has Rafe’s men working secretly from the 
other tunnel to remove signs of gold ore and 
to fill the ore pocket with slag. Jesse and Frank, luckily, trap Rafe and two hench- 
men there. A gunfight follows and one heavy is killed. Rafe escapes, closely pursued 
by Jesse. Rafe crosses a rope foot bridge which crosses a deep ravine. Out of am- 
munition, he tries to cut the rope supports but Jesse catches him on the bridge. They 
fight it out as the weakened ropes give way, strand by strand, until the bridge end 
tears loose. Both men plunge into the depths of the ravine. 


“THE SECRET CODE” 
EPISODE 7 

The falling men strike a shoulder at the side 
ot the ravine and roll to the bottom. Jesse is 
unconscious and Rafe is about to kill him when 
Ramsey arrives to stop him. With a live pris- 
oner, he can force Judy to sign a quit claim deed 
to the mine. Judy gets a note advising her to 
save her cousin’s life by coming alone to a cer- 
‘tain shack. Frank keeps the appointment, dis- 
guised in Judy’s clothes. He surprises Rafe and forces the reJease of Jesse. In the 
ensuing fight, Rafe escapes but Jesse finds a code map which indicatee the hiding 
place cf the ore taken from the mine. That right, the boys go to investigate and Amos, 
aware of their destination, prepares an ambush. The boys, secure in their belief that 
their movements are unknown to the gang, separate in their search. Frank rides 
straight into the ambush and is apparently cut down by a volley of rifle fire. 


“DOOMED CARGO” 


EPISODE 8 

Frank executes a trick fall from his horse and 
makes his escape in a stirrup drag. He rejoins 
Jesse who has led off and eluded the villains. 
The brothers find the ore cashe and have it 
trucked to Allentown. With good credit now, 
they buy new supplies and explosives and start 
back to the mine. Amos sends Rafe's gang to 
strike at the boys’ wagons but they are beaten 
off. At dark, as the last of the supplies are brought into an abandoned chamber of 
the mine, the gang strikes anew. Frank is knocked out at the mine entrance and 
Jesse, trapped inside, puts up a desperate battle during which a lantern is knocked 
down and set afire. A thrown powder с?зе bursts open, making a powder trail to the 
pile of explosives, Jesse is knocked urconscious as the powder ignites and burns to- 
ward the pile. The heavies escape just before the terrific explosion takes place. 


"THE EYES OF THE LAW" 


EPISODE 9 

Jesse revives just in time to race from the 
chamber before the blast. Failing to destroy 
the machinery in the blast, Ramsey decides to 
try a legal dodge to stop the work. Thatcher is 
accordingly served with a "Prior Claim" notice 
that Thomas Dale, an invalid, claims half in- 
terest in the mine. In order to prove their sole 
ownership, the boys would have to reveal their 
real identity as the James brothers so they determine to find Dale and force a con- 
fession from him in court. After a harrowing adventure, Jesse locates Dale, makes 
him prisoner and starts to town, only to have Rafe’s men pursue him. Meanwhile, at 
the courthouse, Dale's crooked lawyer has opened the case and, following two delays, 
Thatcher is forced to produce his evidence, including notes signed by Frank and Jesse 
James. The folder is put before the near-sighted judge as he starts to put on his 
glasses. 


“THE STOLEN BODY” 


EPISODE 10 

Before the judge сап read the notes, Jesse 
bursts through the door wi.h Dale in tow. Dur- 
ing the commotion, Thatcher recovers his pa- 
pers. Dale is about to name the man who bribed 
AXA е him when Rafe fires through a window, drop- 
THE STOLEN BODY ping Dale and making his escape. That night, 
2s the boys, a doctor and a court officer stand 
about the reviving Dale, Rafe and his gang 
appear and try to take Dale away They are thrown out but during the fight Dale 
dies without talking. Jesse has the doctor bandage him up so he can pass for Dale 
in the darkness and feign death. Rafe’s men reappear and carry off Jesse, believing 
him to be Dale. They take him to a barn hide-out where he discloses his real identity. 
A fierce battle begins and, though he fights desperately, Jesse is fighing a losing 
battle. He is apparently knocked against the blade of a scythe and killed. 


*SUSPICION" 


EPISODE 11 
Actually it was one of the heavies who fell 
against the scythe. Rafe escapes and meets 
Amos who tells him that Frank, Jesse and Judy 
are at a secret meeting at the Allentown bank. 
He hes sent a man to try to learn what it is 
about. At the bank, the trio discusses with 
Thatcher the fact that there is a leak some- 
where because the heavies are aware of their 
plans. They review many incidents and conclude that possible Amos Ramsey is the 
traitor. Dirk enters the bank and gets near enough to hear bits of their conversation. 
all of which he reports to Amos. Rafe, at Amos’ instructions, sets a blast on the tall 
cliffs along the route. Jesse, on horseback, and Judy and Frank in a buckboard are 
fired upon as they follow the route home. They are pinned beneath the cliff while 
Rafe fiendishly shoots his blast and sends a thunderous landslide down upon them. 


"TALK OR DIE" 


EPISODE 12 . 
Jesse, Judy and Frank dive into a crevice just 
in time to escape the thundering landslide. 
Balked again, Amos cripples the mine by hav- 
я ing the water tower set afire and the water 
ста, supply cut off. Jesse drives off the heavies 
TALK OR DIE and overcomes this by having a ditch cut from 
the river. Meanwhile, Judy gets a letter from 
Thatcher stating that he must call the boys' 
notes within a week as a visit from the bank examiner will reveal their identity. 
Ramsey gets a glimpse of this letter and has Judy made prisoner at the leaching 
room of the mine. She is roped to the chute that goes down to acid vats and threatened 
with deah unless she discloses her “cousins” real names. As he questions her, Rafe 
cuts the strands one by one as she refuses to answer. Jesse, searching the mine, ws 

into the chamber. Rafe furiously cuts the last rope and Judy slides helplessly towar 


the bubbling vat of acid. 


“UNMASKED” 


EPISODE 13 

Jesse springs forward in time to throw Judy 
out of the chute. He manages to drive off the 
heavies but Judy, regaining consciousness, calls 
him Jesse. Rafe hears this as he is escaping 
and repeats the fact to Amos. The two con- 
clude that Judy's "cousins" are the famous 
James boys. With this vital information, Rafe 
and Steel go to Thatcher and force him to give 
i.p the notes as Jesse reaches the bank. A gun fight follows and Steel is killed. Rafe 
escapes with the notes which he takes to Amos. The pair go to the mine to remove 
tlhe gold concentrate until Amos can force the boys to sign a deed to the mine. 
Concluding that the only way their identity could have been learned was Ramsey’s 
seeing Thatcher's letter, Jesse and Frank go to the mine and catch Ramsey and Rafe 
111 their work. Ramsey's villainy is exposed and he and Rafe are killed in the last, 
dlesperate battle.
